That year his team, the N.D.G. Maple Leafs, won the C.R.U. Junior Championship. 

He is now semi-retired from France Compressor Products of Canada Ltd where he was 
recognized as one of the top engine and compressor scaling component specialists in 
Eastern Canada. 

Vaughan and his wife, Lise, reside in Montreal West. The McVey family is comprised of three high achieving young 
adults, Lynne, Ken and Gail and five grandchildren. Vaughan encourages his “grands” to follow him down the steep 
Laurentian ski hills with the warning, “Just don’t call me Grandpa!”

It would be hard to find a fellow with a more enduring dedication to Canadian college football and its traditions 
than Vaughan McVey, this year’s honourary chairman of the Shrine Bowl. 


An all-star center-linebacker for McGill 1954-1956, Vaughan later served as line coach of the Redmen under Bruce 
Coulter from 1958 to 1961. In 1960, they led MCGill to its 
first national championship since 1938. 


Dismayed by flagging interest in the game in the ‘80s, 
Vaughan and some contemporaries launched an organiza- 
tion called “Friends of McGill Football” in 1985, and served 
as its chairman for the next 13 years. Since its inception, 
the group has done much to strengthen the bonds 
between players, alumni and fans, as well as reinforcing 
the team’s recruiting program. 


Now 66, Vaughan is a semi-retired manufacturer's 
agent for France Compressor. He lives with his wife, Lise, in 
Montreal West. They have three children and five grand- 
children. 


He continues to act as consultant to “Friends of McGill 
Football” and remains a fixture at McGill and Concordia 
football games.

Montreal Shrine Bowl game has raised some $214,10 
for local children's bosplen! $ °

Free high-quality medical care. That's what one hospital network still offers children throughout North America — and the world — 
who have orthopedic problems or severe burn injuries. 

What many have referred to as the "world's greatest philanthropy," Shriners Hospitals for Children are a network of 22 hospitals in the 
United States, Canada and Mexico that have provided free medical care to over 510,000 children under age 18. 

In Montreal, nine simple words — “Strong legs run that weak legs may walk" — have become the official motto of the local Shrine Bowl, an 
annual charity football game that benefits the Montreal Shriners Hospital for Children since the inaugural bow! game began in 1987. 

The Montreal hospital is a 40-bed pediatric orthopedic centre providing comprehensive care to children at no charge. It accepts and 
treats patients with routine and complex orthopedic problems, utilizing the latest treatments and technology available in pediatric orthope- 
dics, resulting in early ambulation and reduced length of stay. 

Last year’s Montreal Shrine Bowl game, between the Concordia Stingers and the McGill Redmen, produced a record charitable donation 
of $32,200 in net proceeds, towards the Shriners Hospital. 

This year will mark the 13th Montreal Shrine Bowl game. This annual event has resulted in more than $214,100 being directed towards 
the Shriners Hospital. The organizing committee includes members of the Karnak Shriners, based in suburban Dollard des Ormeaux, in con- 
junction with officials from McGill and Concordia. 

This year's contest slated, for Saturday, October 2 at 1 p.m., will pit the McGill Redmen versus the Concordia Stingers (Vanier Cup final- 
ists in 1998) at Concordia Stadium — in an event which will also double as the Concordia Homecoming game. 

A special award presented at the Shrine Bowl is the prestigious Ted Elsby Memorial Trophy, in honour of the former Montreal Alouette 
and distinguished Shriner, which goes to the most outstanding lineman in the contest. 

Once again this year, the most valuable player from each team will be selected by the media and will each receive the John Gilday Memorial 
Trophy, in memory of the noble Shriner who was instrumental in supporting this event over the past decade. 

Not only has this special game increased awareness of the Shriners Hospital and its free treatment of burn victims and disabled chil- 
dren. In recent years, the annual affair has also created a greater awareness of the calibre of football in the Ontario-Quebec Intercollegiate 
Football Conference. 

This year, for the second consecutive season, the OQIFC has 26 graduates playing in the Canadian Football League. In nine of the last 11 
seasons, a player from the OQIFC has been selected to participate in the East-West Shrine Bowl in Palo Alto, California, a showcase for 72 col- 
lege football seniors played every January and broadcast on both ESPN and TSN. Since 1985, organizers of the East-West game have invited 
Canadians to participate — usually one from eastern Canada and one from the west. 

Over the years, the East-West game has raised close to $15 million for the 22 Shriners Hospitals. The Shrine is world-renowned for its 
work with disabled and burned children and has helped thousands of children of every race and religion. 

These hospitals offer the finest care and the most modern facilities. And no one pays a cent for their medical care. It's all free, thanks to 
the efforts of the East-West players and the support of hundreds of thousands of football fans. 

Four players from the OQIFC have played in both the East-West Shrine game as well as the Montreal Shrine Bowl, including ex-McGill All- 
Canadians Matthieu Quiviger (who went on to play for the Montreal Alouettes) and Val St. Germain, currently with the Edmonton Eskimos. 
The other players were former Concordia All-Canadians Paul Vajda and Dave Miller-Johnston. 

Of the 29 Canadians who have participated in the East-West game, all but one have gone on to pro ball, including ex-Queen’s offensive 
tackle Mike Schad who played for the NFL's Philadelphia Eagles and Los Angeles Rams. 

Among the former Shrine Bowl participants are four current players with Montreal Alouettes, including ex-McGill stars Michael Soles (a 
two-time Shrine Bow! MVP) and offensive lineman Ryan Coughlin, plus former Concordia standouts André Bolduc and Sylvain Girard. 

Over the past decade, more than two dozen football players have turned pro after having had the opportunity to play in the Montreal 
Shrine Bowl game.

Sylvain Girard is the most recent in a long line of Stingers to 
join the pro ranks 


Former Concordia wide receiver Sylvain Girard was assigned sweater No. 3 by the Montreal Alouettes. 


when wide receiver Sylvain Girard signed a free agent contract with the Cleveland Browns on April 
18, he became the third Concordia Stinger since 1995 to sign a contract with an NFL team. 

Cirard spent six weeks working out with the Browns and played in preseason games against the 
Tampa Bay Buccaneers and the Dallas Cowboys on ABC's Monday Night Football before being released 
Aug. 16. 

“They told me | have good ability,” said the Chicoutimi, Que., native after returning to Montreal. "The 
challenge is to get more experience. | learned a lot and I'm a better player for it now." 

In 11 games with Concordia last season, Girard caught 38 passes for 829 yards and 10 touchdowns, 
giving him an average of 21.8 yards a catch. Those numbers are impressive, but it is his speed that has 
most professional scouts and coaches drooling. In the 40, his personal best was a 4.24 and he 
consistently runs a 4.3. At the CFL combine held in March, Girard was the fastest athlete out of more 
than 40 prospects. 

Girard broke two Ontario-Quebec Interuniversity Football Conference records and four Concordia 
records in his senior year. On Oct. 3 in a game versus the Laval Rouge et Or, he caught six passes for 153 
yards and five touchdowns, breaking the conference and Concordia records for most TDs and points 
scored in a single game. He set the Stinger record for most touchdowns in a season with 10. Girard also 
holds the Stinger record for most TDs in a career with 23 in four seasons. 

When he came home from Cleveland, Girard signed at two-year deal with the Montreal Alouettes. He 
was the Als’ first round selection (5th overall) in the CFL college draft held April 13. He was the top 
Canadian college player taken in the draft. 

Girard is the sixth Stinger currently playing in the league. The others are: slotback André Bolduc, 
Alouettes; guard Rocco Romano, Calgary Stampeders; fullback Farell 
Duclair, Winnipeg Blue Bombers; centre James Monroe, Saskatchewan 
Roughriders; and wide receiver Denis Montana, Toronto Argonauts. 

Montana, who lives in St. Jean, Que., was signed by the Houston 
Oilers as a free agent in 1996. Since then he has been with the 
Alouettes, the Stampeders, the Miami Dolphins and the New England 
Patriots. 

Cornerback Mark Montreuil was the first Concordia player to head 
south of the border. He was selected by the San Diego Chargers in 
the seventh round (237th overall) of the 1995 NFL college draft. He 
played three seasons with San Diego and was named the Chargers’ 
Special Team Player of the Year in 1996. Montreuil is currently a free 
agent and is expected to sign another NFL contract shortly. Montreuil 
is a native of Dollard des Ormeaux, Que.

SHRINERS HOSPITAL FOR CHILDREN 
MONTREAL UNIT 


H | S T O R Y 


Shriners Hospital in Montreal was opened on Febuary 18th, 1925 with a 60 bed capacity for the purpose of 
providing orthopaedic care to children up to age 14. In later years this was subsequently raised to 16 and to its 
present limit of 18 years. It is to be noted that the patient whose application is accepted prior to having reached 
their 18th birthday may be treated until their 21st birthday. 


Throughout the course of the early years in treating children, statistics indicated an average length of stay of 90 
to 120 days. The most recent statistics (1989 - 10 days) are quite remarkable when comparisons are made. This 
can be directly related to the increase in clinic visits over the same period of time. Obviously then, a great 
majority of our work is switching from an in-patient basis to an out-patient basis. This is attributable to a 
number of things. Primarily the advances in medical care as well as the ability for parents to more adequately 
care for their children at home aided by pre-discharge training and regular visits to the clinic. 


The type of conditions treated today far exceed the range of those treated in the 1920's period, for instance. In 
addition to treating patients suffering from the "routine" orthopaedic problems, deformed legs, arms, hands, etc., 
we are now addressing patients who present a number of problems, for instance, Spina Bifida, a condition 
which occurs at birth when the spine does not close. Depending on where the opening is, the child may be 
anywhere from totally handicapped to only slightly. Also affected are various bodily functions, urination, 
walking, speaking, etc. This type of condition is presently treated at the Shriners Hospital, furthermore, we are 
also treating patients who are afflicted with Cerebral Palsy, whereas 20 years ago this type of patient was not 
accepted by the Shrine. We are presently providing plastic surgery services for patients with gross deformities. 
Within the area of urology, our service has developed a highly progressive program wherein certain orthopaedic 
patients being incontinent, are now rendered capable by way of surgically increasing the size of the bladders 
and the implantation of artificial sphincters. 


As an example, the following clinics are offered: Daily orthopaedic clinic, Scoliosis and spinal deformities 
clinic, Neuromuscular multi-disciplinary clinic, Hand and Plastics clinic, Metabolic and inherited orthopaedic 
diseases clinic, Myelodysplasia multi-disciplinary clinic, Rheumatology clinic, and Prosthetic clinic. The 
medical staff for the Montreal Unit is made up of orthopaedic surgeons and consultants who have 
appointments at McGill University School of Medicine or University of Montreal School of Medicine. These 
professionals are highly skilled and come to us with a commitment to serve and to render the highest possible 
care. 


The staff itself consists of a number of "sub-specialists" such as a particular surgeon skilled in scoliosis, 
dislocated hips, hands, cerebral palsy, etc. The Montreal Unit maintains very close ties with the Montreal 
Children's Hospital working together to provide the best possible milieu for handicapped children in our area. 


In 1986, three years of planning finally resulted in reconstruction of the entire building which produced a 
modern 40 bed facility. This reconstruction/planning was a lengthy stage caused primarily by our insistence on 
presenting to the public an institution which responded to not only the functional needs of the hospital but to 
the human needs of our patients. In essence we constructed the hospital with the philosophy of rendering 
"family centered care" in mind. This entails bringing the parents into the hospital to follow along with the 
treatment program of the child. In doing so, we are required them to provide facilities for these new visitors to 
the hospital. Accomodations, recreation areas, etc. were built in to the existing builing and now parents are 
able to follow along with their child as they go through the difficult stages of surgery and rehabilitation. The 
presence of the parents greatly enhances the motivational drive of the patient and we are routinely 
complimented on this aspect of our establishment.
